C.P.R. Engineers Make Another Ex- 
periment in Connection With 
High Level Bridge 


Another advance was made. on Fri- 


day morning in the preparation for 
the construction of the C.P.R. high 


level bridge, when work was com- 
menced on driving down six gigantic 
wooden beams forty feet in length on 
the sites of the future piers of the 
new bridge 

When the piles are driven down as 
far as they can be made to go by 
machinery thirty-ton ‘weights will be 
placed on the top ends to determine 
if theze is any tendency to settle. If, 
after due lapse of time, there is no 
Significant settling of the timbers, it 
may be coneluded that the foundation 
has sufficient strength to hold up the 
piers and their load.

Great River of Lava. 

The streams from the four craters 
ire now merging into one great river 
which has covered nearly five miles in 
the past 19 hours. Last night its speed 
had decreased to sone 70 square yards 
an hour. 

The poulation of Borello has fled 
toa man as lava has already destroyed 
all the outlying houses. A religious 
procession that was carrying sacred 
images through Nicolosi and chanting 
prayers for divine help was forced to 
flee before the advancing Java.

Sight Is Awe-Inspiring. 

Viewed today from the top of a hill 
near Nicolosi, the sight was extra- 
ordinarily impressive. ‘The hills of 
molten lava were slowly moving foré 
ward, their lines being like those of 
great ramparts, broken through every 
few moments by burning cascades of 
of fire. From the hill one could see 
about fifteen miles of — blazing lava. 
The air was full of blazing fragments 
iMuminated dust and hot cinders, 
which rained down almost ceaselessly. 

Two fresh craters, making six in all, 
have formed on the lower slope near 
Bollari, and the Java gushing forth 
from the voleano is more fluid) than 
usual, and gives forth cnormous heat. 


It is calculated that the output of mol- 
ten matter is at least nine million 
cubic meters, ‘The four converging 
streams have created a sea of fire 
over ten miles in area.

TWELVE PERISHED 
IN CHICAGO FIRE 


Crowds Stood on the Streets and 
Watched Vain Efforts of 


Firemen 

Chicago, March 26.—Trapped on the 
sixth, storey of a burning building, oc- 
cupied by the L. Fish Furniture Com- 
pany, at 1906-19008) Wabash avenue, 
cight young girls and women and four 
men died yesterday before the eyes of 
thousands of people who crowded the 
streets below but who were unable 
to lift a hand to save them. Men and 
women spectators saw them tottering 
and falling as they breathed in the 
flames and smoke which enshruded 
them, 

One of the most tragic deaths was 
that of Ethel Lichenstein, an i8-year- 
old girl Members of the fire depart- 
ment struggled in vain to raise an old- 
fashioned extension ladder to the sixth 
floor, where the girls’ white — faces 
could be seen at intervals when the 
smoke clouds lifted. ‘Nhe ladder was 
unwieldy and became entangled in guy 
which supported a high sign 
hanging in front of the building. ‘lhe 
girl’s clothing ablaze and her 
cries for help rang shrilly above the 
roar of the fire engines and trumpet 
calls of the firemen.

Of the others who perished none 
jumped to their death. They died in 
the flames and smoke inside the build- 
ing and their bodies were — carried 
down with tons of rubbish and burn- 
ing debris, when the floors started fall- 
ing.

THE SCOPE OF THE 
COMMISSION 


The Calgary Herald tnakes these 
observations: 

“The investigation should show up 
the demerits of the A. & G. W. con- 


tract. It should expose the flimsi- 


ness of the security retained by the 
province over an important devel- 


opment work. It should review the 


circumstances under which last year’s 
legislation was passed providing for 
the A. & G. W. deal,—legislation over 
which Mr. Boyle presided, which Mr. 
Cushing supported and which the Al- 
bertan endorsed. 

“The government should not be let 
off merely on the ground that its mem- 
bers have not been guilty of theft, 
should such be the decision, The 
government should stand condemned 
before the country for passing bad 
legislation and making a bad con- 
tract; and the insurgent leaders must 
bear their share of the blame. 

“It is to be hoped that the com- 
missioners will place the widest pos- 
sible construction upon their warrant 
from the ‘crown and will probe this 
deal from all sides and to the utter- 
most corner. The Herald believes 
that the result will be to prove 
the entire Liberal party, as represent- 
ed in the Alberta legislature, unfit to 
manage the affairs of the province. 
They have betrayed the trust reposed 
in them by the people.” 

Apart from the fact that it sup- 
plies fresh evidence of how kindly- 
disposed the Conservative party in the 
province is towards the insurgents, 
this excerpt indicates that the Herald 
editorial writer has not read very care- 
fully the resolution, authorizing the 
appointment of the judicial commis- 
sion. The latter hasn’t anything to 
do with the character of the contract 
and it would be perfectly absurd to 
submit such a question to a body of 
judges. hat is a matter which must 
be decided according to the ordinary 
mcthods of politics. All that the com- 
mission will be called upon to investi- 
gate is whether any member or mem- 
bers of the government or the legis- 
lature stood to profit by the trans- 
action, or to get down to the Jan- 
guage of the strect, whether there 
was any graft in it. No one has, up 
to the present, come out in the open 
and charged that there was. But there 
have been constant insinuations to 
that effect and a lot of private gossip, 
which did the work of .undermining 
confidence in the administration more 
effectively than all the crushing Phil- 
ippics that Demosthenes or R. B. 
Bennett ever delivered. It is this, not 
the wisdom of the contract, which 
has caused all the disturbance of re- 
cent weks, and it is to bring out the 
facts in such a way as to let the people 
see whether the government has cr 
has not been unjustly accused that 
the commisison has been appointed. 
Its necessary limitations should from 
the first be kept in mind or there is 
bound to be much confusion.

Is the Council an Oligarchy? 

The position of the city councillors 
in reference to the market site is as- 
tonishing. <A little over a month ago 
the citizens decided in favor of locat- 
ing the. market building on First 
street. The vote was over two to one 
in favor of that site and against the 
utilization of the present market 
square. Now Ald. Hyndman _ rises 
in his place and calmly declares that 
in his opinion the present site was 
too valuable for park purposes and 
that-a market building should be tem- 
porarily established there. Otherwise 
it would interfere with vested inter- 
ests. He thought the time was pre- 
mature for a market building on First 
street. 

Ald. Lundy said that he thought the 
city was five years ahead of time in 
building a market house on First 
street. The plebiscite was carried 
by real estate influence. Housewives 
of the city would only market when 
they could do so handily. It would 
not be a success on First. street. 

What kind of a city governnient 
have we any way? For a long time 
it has been recognized that proper 

market facilities should be provided 
and that the city was losing a great 
deal by not possessing them. Finally 
the question of crecting a building 
was made a practical civic issue. The 
council proposed to plant it on the 
square where the hay market has been 
in the past. Various protests im- 
mediately arose and in deference to 
these it was decided to submit the 
question of where to put the building 
to the ratepayers. They decided by 
% yote of 698 to 345 in favor of the 
First street site. his was a clear 
enough mandate, and, as was periect- 
ly natural, we all looked forward to 
seeing the building go up without 


But now we find the councillors 
coolly turning round and saying: “Oh! 
the people don’t know what they 
It is true that by an over- 
whelming majority they commissioned 
us to establish the market on First 
street. But they were deluded by the 
real cstate men. We know a good 


Don’t Iet’s have 
a market at all, till they change 
their minds.” 

This is exactly what the council’s 
action on Tuesday night means. <A 
bylaw was proposed to provide $9,000 
for a market building, and it was 
promptly set aside, with a number:
